$12,000, anc Renewal Manager Brophy,

islature, chuckles to himself and says: 

“Well, I guess that’s going some.”

WASHINGTON, July 13.—As predicted 
in these dispatches to the Post-Dispatch, 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, it is 
almost certain, will retire from the 
Cabinet as a result of the cotton leak:

eral Hoyt, the acting At- 
torney-General, has concluded that 
former Associate Statistician Holmes, 
as well as his associates in the scandal, 
can be successfully prosecuted. 

Mr. Hoyt has turned the papers over 
to District Attorney Beach with instruc- 
tions to present the matter to the grand 
jury. 

If the grand jury finds an indictment 
it will be for conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, the penalty being impris- 
onment for not less than one year or 
more than three, or a fine of not less 
than $1000 or hoth fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The District Attorney will push the 
investigation with vigor and without 
regard to those who may be affected by 
it. This course will be pursued by di- 
rection of President Roosevelt. 

Mr. Wilson has been whipped into line 
in this direction and now that the Presi- 
dent has ‘taken a hand Mr. Wilson is in 
thorough accord with his chief. The in- 
quiry conducted by the District Attor- 
ney will be far more exhaustive than 
that made by the Secret Service Agents 
of Secretary Wiison.

The latest bulletin of the Bureau of Labor shows 
that™living expenses have risen since 1890 from 25 
to 50 per cent. Wages remain the same. 

This is.a telling commentary upon the gospel of 
prosperity so diligently preached for 10 years past. 

Practically every article of staple consumption is 
controlled by a monopoly. The productive power of 
the country advances by leaps and bounds, but the 
man on salary, wages or fixed income, gets no share 
of the benefit accruing. All goes into the treasury of 
monopoly. 

The Russian Czar, the one absolute monarch in 
Christendom, has no such taxing power as that pos- 
sessed by monopoly in the United States. By protec- 
tive tariffs, by special privileges procured often 
by corrupt means, the combines are enabled to levy a 
tax upon every citizen whenever he puts food in his 
mouth or clothes on his back. 

The conclusions of the Labor Bureau should sug- 
gest some serious thinking. A people cannot endure 
prosperity of this kind forever: The public policy 
which has led to such results must stand condenmed.

Compared with official salaries under the British 
Government ours are nominal. 

‘The five principal Secretaries of State—Fvreign 
Office, War, Home, Colonies and Indian affairs—re- 
ceive, each, $25,000 a year. The First Lord of the 
Admiralty $22,000 the Chief Secretary for Ireland 
$22,000, the Chancellor of the Exchequer $25,000, Mr. 
Balfour, as First Lord of the Treasury, receives 

25,000. Other high officers are paid in proportion. 

Even these salaries do not enable the Cabinet offi- 
cers to make ends, meet, especially the Prime Min- 
ister and Foreign Seeretary. And London is proba- 
bly ‘no more expensive as a place of living than 
Washington. 

Members of the British Parliament, how ever, are 
not paid, whereas our senators and representatives 
receive $5000 a year and a few perquisites. The 
Speaker of the British House of Commons is paid 
$25,000 a year, besides which he has a palace to live 
in. We pay our Speaker $8000 and let him live in 
a hotel if he can’t afford a house.

One Hundred and Seven Homicides in 20 Years Re- 
garded as Too Many for Feace and Dignity 
of the County.

Michael Wanzcie near Natalie last Tues- 
day afternoon, numerous private detec- 
tives, both amateur and professional, 
have got down to work. 

Northumberland County has for the 
last 20 years been a veritable murderers 
paradise. During that period there 
have been 107 persons done to death, 
with but one hanging to offset this ter- 
rible record of crime. 

Even when murderers were caught 
red-handed, with evidence of the most 
convincing kind against them, com- 
plaisant juries would frequently either 
find them guilty of manslaughter and 
recommend mercy, by implication, or 
acquit them altogether. In two _ in- 
stances of late years, when men were 
found guilty of particularly heinous 
murders, one slaying his parents and 
the other wife, the handy expert on 
insanity put in his appearance and un- 
did the jury’s work. 

Although it has taken 107 murders to 
stir the county authorities to a sense 
of their duty in protecting the lives cf 
their constituents. as well as levviug 
taxes on their property, the fearful 
price may result in some permanent 
gcod. 

The killing of Wanzie was a most 
heartless affair, the murderer showing 
especial vindictiveness in mutilating the 


body. The victim, who was Polish born, 
but who had lived # years in this 
country, was employed as boss ma- 
chinist at the Natalie colliery. Pend- 
ing extensive ‘ests tor new coal meas- 
ures, the mine has been idle for sme 
months, but in accordance with the 
custom of the coal flelds Wanzie, who 
was a sober and industrious man, was 
Kept on the payroll. 

Last Tuesday he went home for din- 
ner in company with the colliery su- 
perintendent, James N. Smith, Return- 
‘ng to work about an hour jater, he 
was shot down within a few yards of a 
colliery outbuilding, the murderer hiding 
in a shallow gully thickly grown with 
scrub oak. 

The theory ts advanced that some 
workman who had been thrown out 
of work by the suspension, and who 
was jeaious of Wanzie’s good fortune 
in being employed, commit®ed the deed.

He 
also said that he hoped the people of 
the State would rise-up en masse against 
the blind tiger and forever drive it from 
Mississippi.

CINCINNATI, O., July ‘—A _ I'ttle 
room, perhaps 8 by 5 feet, containing a 
u wardrobe, a table, a stove, a 
baby buggy and several chairs, lighted 
by one small, cracked window, 
and the ceiling obscured by numbDerless 
drying garments—such is the home of 
a poyr woman and her three children in 
one of Cincinnati's typical tenemenis. 

The woman is wotse than widowed, 
for the husband, once a cheerful, happy 
laborer, who provided well for his good 
wife and the bairns, ts now hopelessly 
insane in Longview Asylum. 

That is the life of one tenement 
dweller. 

In the levee district the conditions of 
the Cincinnati tenements are terrible. 


In one building there are about 100 
and no family occupies more 
than one of them. Nearly every fam- 
ily has at least three children, while 
the majority have as many 4s six, and 
all are invariably herded together in 
the one small apartment. 

There are practically no sanitary ar- 
rangements at all except those of the 
most antiquated character. The public 
halls are dirty and unclean, and it is a 
rarity to find the door of a room closed. 

Any passerby can see the life of the 
dwellers within. Privacy is an unknown 
quantity in the building.

Children run about without any care 
being taken of them, so far as as evi- 
dent. The halls are alive with them, 
and they run from one apartment to 
another, scantily clad, observing what 
goes on in every part of the place. If 
anything wrong is done the children are 
the first_to know of it. 


A family does all of its living in the 
one roem that it rénts. The family will 
sleep there, cook there, eat there, wash 
and dress there. Each member of it 
sees what the others do throughout the 
day. 

The iatner, if he is a working man, 
returns in the evening to the stuffy 
place, crowded with what it contains. 


An individual case of peculiar sadness 
may be cited. In one room, character- 
ized by its peculiar bareness and disor- 
der, lives a woman whose means of 
livelihood is mending worn burlap sacks. 


She has four children and has eked 
out a living by this poor means. A few 
days ago, however, her eyes became 
inflamed by the thick dust that is al- 
ways present with the sacks and she 
was compelled to give up the work. At 
present she is living on charity, but 
hopés soon to be able to resume her 
work. She is utterly cast down by her 
affliction and seems to feel keenly the 
state of her affairs.

CHARGED Wilh 
SELLING PASSES 


Five Men Under Arrest for Al- 
leged Attempt at Defraud- 
ing Railroad Company, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 13.—One young 
man of Baltimore and four of Pittsburg 
are under arrest here and the Pittsburg 
who made the arrests claim that 
the deepest scheme in years to defraud 
a railroad company of passes has been 
laid bare. 

Clarerite I, Richardson of Baltimore. 
an employe of the B. & O. R. R.. wag 
arrested charged with misdemeanor. 
Clarence Riddle and L. H. Byron of 
Pittsburg were arrested on the same 
charge, while W. §S. Reed and W. H. 
Huche of Pittsburg were arrested on 
charges of conspiracy. 

It is alleged that the five young men, 
working together, have, since last Oc- 
tober, been selling passes. Riddle, 
Richardson and Byron being employes 
of the road will be prosecuted under a 
Pennsylvania law which provides that 
employes selling passes of a railroad 
shall he adjudged guilty_of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by $1000 fine and five 
years’ imprisonment. Riddle has for 
some time been a clerk in the office 
here, and on last Saturday he was noti- 
fied of discharge 

It is claimed he furnished most of the 
passes which were peddled by the other 
four, but Richardson is accused of havy- 
ing gotten many passes from the Baltj- 


more office. 

It is claimed by the police here that 
the arrests are only the beginning of a 
crusade which will bring into the net 
many prominent Pittsburg people, who 
they claim have knowingly been in the 
habit of buying passes East and West 
from these people at $1 to $3 apiece. It 
is asserted that warrants have been {is- 
sued for at least 20 persons, amon 
them some of the best known politicians 
and business men of Pittsburg. The 
systern was to have runners out and 
sell the passes to those who seemed 
safe. For a time the B. & O. has been 
compelled to shut down on passes al- 
together.

NEW YORK, July 13.—A perfect copy 
of the fourth quarto edition of Shaks- 
peare’s ‘‘Tragedie of King Richard III’’ 
has been sold to Sotheby's for $8750 to 
A. Jackson, and it is understood that 
it will go to America, according to a 
London dispatch to the Times. 

The book was printed in 160 by Thos. 
Creede and was sold by Matthew 5. 
Lawe, “Dwelling in Paule’s Churchyard 
at the Signe of the Fox, near St. Aus- 
tin’'s Gate.’’ It consists of 46 leaves. 

It is believed that only two other 
copies of this edition exist. One is in 
the British Museum and the other was 
sold by Mr. Lilly to Mr. Halliwell, after- 
ward Halliwell-Phillipps, and is now in 
the Bodlelan Library at Oxford. 

The example sold is of peculiar in- 
terest from the fact that in five places a 
contemporary autograph of “Will Penn’”’ 
is found. The signature is probably that 
of the celebrated Admiral, the father of 
the founder of Pennsylvania.

SESSION TO LAST WEEK 


Many Distinguished Clergy- 
men to Deliver Sermons and 
Participate in Discussions. 


After four close ballots, the English- 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod, meeting in 
Grace Church at Garrison and St. Louis 
avenues, Thursday chose Rev. H. Eck- 
hardt of Cleveland as president to suc- 
ceed Rev. A. W. Meyer. 

Mr. Meyer was a candidate for re- 
election, and made a very close race. 
Prof. Romoser of North Carolina was 
the third candidate. 

Mr. Meyer led on the first’ ballot, 
which stood: Meyer, 28; Eckhardt, 24; 
Romoser, 9. Eckhardt gained 5, Meyer 
lost 2 and Romoser lost 6 on the second. 
Eckhardt lost 2, Meyer lost 2 and 
Romoser gained 2 on the third. On the 
deciding ballot Eckhardt gained 4 for a 
total of 31, 1 more than enough to elect; 
Meyer lost 8, getting 21, and Romoser 
gained 2, getting 7 votes. 

Preparations for the election of other 
officers was immediately begun. 

Previous to the election, Rev. H. Sieck 
of Milwaukee read a paper on ‘‘The 
Christian Church.’ The paper was de- 
bated for half an hour. 

The convention opened its first ses- 
sion by divine service Wednesday from 
11 to 12 a. m., when all the delegates 
gathered in the basement of the church 
for luncheon, provided by the women 
of Grace Church congregation. Presi- 
dent Meyer preached a brief sermon at 
the morning session. 

At 2 p. m. the convention was called 
to order and President Meyer read his 
report. It related, chiefly, to the work 
of the synod during the last two years. 

Following this came the appointing of 
committees, which occupied the balance 
of the session. 

The first committee appointed was 
one to confer with another from the 
German mother synod in reference to a 
closer union in methods and language. 
Its members are Revs. F. Kuegele, Vir- 
ginia; W. Dallmann, New York; H. Eck- 
hardt, Cleveland, and Messrs. W. H.
